Claims 1-62 are pending in the application.

X. Claims 55-62, drawn to a method, classified in class 514, 
various subclasses. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: the products of Group I and Group VI differ 
materially in structure and element so much so as to be patentably 
distinct. In addition, a reference which anticipates one group may not 
even render obvious the other. Additionally, the products of Group I can 
be used in materially different processes of using such as the method of 
Group II or the method of Group III, etc. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, and the search required for Group I, for example, is not 
required for Group VI, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

Additionally, an election of a single disclosed species {ie., Example 
number, page number and structural depiction} is required from 
whichever group is elected. 

Moreover, whatever specific compound is ultimately elected, 
applicants are required to list all claims readable thereon.
